patron. Martmus Scriblerus hath kindly promifed to write 
the prolegomena^ a thing absolutely neceflary in works of this 
kind, foon as the author pubUmeth a fecond edition, and 
maketh his work complete, which he affureth thee, friendly 
reader, he mail do ; particularly if favour d with the kind re- 
marks and obfervatiohs of any choice fpirits, or wits of the 
prefent times. And a gre$t critic, little inferior to the thun- 
dering RtearcktsslrtftarcAvSj hifh already pen'd a choice duTer- 
tation on the Hero, (together with an account of his life and 
writings J which is a mod curious piece of literature, and de-

plained my author, to attempt that great work myfelf : how 
I may be .qualified for. the grand bufinefs of a critic, I prefume 
not to know : however fhou'd I prove deficient, Mr. War- 
burtons annotations will be of lingular ufe, who is a critic 
profeft ; and a Very excellent one, as a celebrated divine wit- 
neffeth : and as he hath unqueftionably fhewn himfelf by his 
happy edition of Shakefpeare. I have much more to inform 
thee, and that of importance, kind reader, but muft wait, 
'till we are better acquainted ; and I fincerely promife, in my 
next edition, to give thee full fatisfa&ion with regard to any 
point, that mall raife the leaft doubt with thee. Till then 
think well of me : and from the mighty pains I have taken, 
and difficulties I have found, Iwou'd have, the " unlearn d wri- 
ter be deterr'd from wantonly trifling with an art, he is a 
ftranger to, at the expence of his own reputation, and the 
integrity of the text of eftablim'd authors," — as our hero 
(inaufpicioufly I wot) declareth in his Preface, and very 
fully proveth in his remarks onWilliam Shakefpeare.

OU R poet beginnetb, as all writers of the greater heroic are w^nt, 
with a proportion, or the whole defign in miniature, an invocation, 
and infcription. He then goeth on to defcribe the Goddefs of Dulness 
afleep in her cave on a couch, or fopha, compofed of the works of her 
fons, whereof one, mote favoured than the feft, maketh her pillow, In 
this pleafing flumber, fhe is interrupted by a mixt, and violent noife of her 
fubjelfts ujhering into her cave a new king, namely, one /F— #V— ; 
and determined to dethrone the old monarch, Cibber. Four bookfellert 
fupport the monarch ele<5t, and K * * n prefenteth to the Goddefs, now 
awakened, the complete edition of the Dunciad, which the goddeft, re- 
ceiving with joy, taketh the hero in her arms* ?tnd, interrupted by tears of 
tranfport, maketh a pathetic fpeech to him, promiling ;hita King Cibber'* 
throne, as more worthy thereof, This fpeech is received frith fo great 
applaufe, that it awakeneth Cibber from his .fleep, who perceiving by in- 
flin£t a fuperior genius prefent, runneth away, and refigneth up the throne. 
He fcarce hath fled, ere four doughty champions come from the crowd to 
lead their mafter to the throne; which they, aflifted by Dulness, a- 
chieve*. Here he is no fooner feated, than two reverend favourites ap- 
pear with his crown ; the crowd acknowledge the juftnefs of their preten- 
tions, and they put it on his head ; after which the monarch ftifleth the 
clamors, and maketh an elaborate harangue, promifing to ufe his utmoft 
endeavours in the fupport of his Queen's gracious authority; and conclu- 
ding with a command that an altar of the moft favourite pieces compo- 
fed by his loving fubjefts, be raifed and burnt ; and alio that a much-re- 
verenced bard, well known there, afcend, and fing a coronation ode. 
Scarce hath he done fpeaking, before the bard afcendeth, and K* * 
hafteth to the prefs with the fpeech, and the crowd gathereth bufiiy round 
to raife the pile -, the feveral works that compos'd which, our poet defirng 
Jm H$ufe to relate, in a very interefling point endeth his firft book, 
railing with lingular judgment the expe&ation of the learned reader.
